upon Friends that abides in the Do&rine of Chrift z; We ſeek 
the Peace, Good and Welfare of all men, and are not againſt 
any mans perſon , neither do we wreſtle with Carnal Wea- 
pons, but Spiritual ; Neither have we been found. in Plots or 
things againſt any Power, or is it our intent but thatall mighc 
live Peaceably in the fear of God, as knowing that God can 
overturn them with his hand that.do not do juſtly; And 
now the Cry is, that we gre againſt the King, we are againſt 
' theKing, Which thing is not ſo, for they have {mal reaſon; 
to think ſo, for he hath done us no hurt; for wholoever 
Rules in Righceouſneſs God will accept, that we know. We 
have given our backs to every Profcſſion, and our Cheeks to 
every Power that hath riſen'up, yet we never reliſted with 
Carnal Weapons, and can ſay the Lord forgive them, and 
turntheni the other Cheek, and ſees char all thac doch ſtrike 
about Religion with Carnal Weapons are not ſpiritual men.

and in the fear of God, on' cthe:y7ttday of che $d month 
being at a Meeting where many' of Gods 'peoplewere in the 
fear of God aſſembled together ,' and even while Þ was Mini- 
ſtring the Word of Life unto: the people, there came in 'fome 
Souldiers with Swords and Piſtols, and haled me (a ſervant 
of God) forth of the Meeting,' atid afterwards ferched forth 
ſome orhers of the Neighbours , arid broughr us before ſorhe 
of the Commiſſioners, and though nothing wag'or could 
juftly be 1ajd co my charge of any evil done, nor intended to 
be done, yet becauſe I could not for Conſtience fake enter into 
Recognizance and ſubſcribe an Engagement, as being ma 
free by Chriſt, chey commicted me to the Marſhals,” under 
- whoſe cuſtody I have been Priſoner theſe 24 dayes, \and finice 
they haye commicted eight more of my Friends who did de- 
| _ clare 
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clare their-willingneſs to ſubmic to all juſt things, and are 
ready to do any lawful ſervice: under thee as King and Su- 
pream Ruler; and withal defiringthe benefit of thy late De- 
claration , wherein thy tenderneſs is exprefſed towards ten- 
der Conſciences , yet becauſe for Conſcience ſake they could 
not ſubſcribe ſuch. an Engagement as was tendered to them, 
they yet remain Priſoners under the cuſtody of Martial men, 
and are kept from their Wives and Children. 

Theſe things I was pen in ſpirit to lay before thee , that 
if God put it into thy heart, a few words from thee might 
ea(ily ſtop this kinde of proceeding againſt a people fearing 
God ; this way of proceeding is not onely in this County, 
but allo in many others; ſorely have many of our Friends 
ſuffered of late time, the hearing of which if it were related 
might make a tender heart evento bleed. We are a great 
People ſcattered up and down the Nation, ant our cauſe and 
caſe 1s.one, fo that whac thoudoſt for one thou doſt it for all ;
